Ar Most flower seeds germinate well in a rather light, sandy 
| loam, exposed to the sun, while a few are benefited by partial 
shade, and some do best with an element of clay finely mixed 
ith the soil. Nearly all the hardy seeds germinate better 
hen planted in early spring, as soon as the soil can be worked 
uirly easy. 

. A general rule for the seed bed is to have the soil rich, level 
| and worked very finely.~ Sow the seed evenly in the rows, 
| cover with the finest of soil, about three times the diameter of 
| the seed, and press the soil firmly over the seed. The soil 
| should never become dry after the seeds have swelled, for if 
| it does they will be pretty sure to fail. For this reason it is 
Best to sow most small seeds in shallow boxes, two to three 
| inches in depth, and of any convenient size, that the surface of 
| the soil may be kept properly moistened. After the seeds are 
| up, care must be taken to give them plenty of air and moisture, 
| and yet not too much water, or they will “damp off” (rot at 
the top of the ground). As soon as the second leaves are well 
out, they should be transplanted into pots or new boxes. When 
| finally transplanted to the bed or border, they should be 
| watered frequently until well established.

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HOW TO GROW SWEET PEAS. 


Plant early in rows north and south. 
February ist is none too soon, if the 
ground will work. Make a trench 
twelve inches deep and fifteen inches 
wide. Work into the soil in bottom of 
trench plenty of well-rotted manure; 
fill eight inches of trench with fine soil 
and sow the peas, covering two inches 
deep in two rows ten inches apart and 
seeds two inches apart in the rows. 
When well up, fill in with earth grad- 
ually as they grow until the trenches 
are full. The object is to get the roots 
well down so ‘that they may _ resist 
drouth. Give plenty of water, pick the 
blooms without stint and do not let run 
to seed. Use brush or trellis five or six 
feet high.
